date to business after eight years in 
public office. 

Governor Harding also called for a. 
‘* gurcease ”’ of the high taxes which he 
inferred were-duein large measure to

—but any such danger as that has passed. 
I think undoubtedly that the:\worst is 
over. And while the Federdl Reserve 
system cannot deal - with individual 
cases, if they are individuals who have 
become so much over-extended that. they 
will have to undergoé a process of re- 
adjustment, that after all-is merely an 
individual condition which. will have 
be taken care of. We will have to- ke 
it take its course. The Federal Re- 
serve deals with general conditions.. It 
deals with the banking situation as a 
whole and the Reserve position, the in- 
herent, strength of the Federal Reserve 
Banks has so much improved that you 
yneed have no apprehension whatever 
that.the Federal Reserve position’ can-

Adjutant General Reduces Bud- 
get Nearly $400,000 and 
Drops Five Employes. — 


Col. Greene, Highways.Commis- 
sioner, Ready to Resign on 
Request of Governor.

ALBANY, Jan.’ 7.—The first response 
to Governor Miller’s request for economy 
from State department heads came to- 
day when Adjutant General J. Leslie 
Kincaid announced a cut of nearly 
$400,000 in the estimate arepared about a 
month ago. 

General Kincaid pepertea to the Gov- 
ernor that he had cut down his office 
force by five employes;~ including. one 
Deficiency estimates of 
$31,000 he. cut to -$17,000.. The budget 
called for an appropriation of $1,021,161, 
as necessary for departmental conduct 
and military purposes. This amount 
General Kincaid, in office one week, 
decreased to $625,750,.a saving of; $395,- 
410.

IN DESPERATE PLIGHT 


Two Hauled in on Dog Sled, One 
Had Torn Up Trousers and 
Another Was Barefoot. 


Description of the desperate plight of 
the three American haval balloonists 
after they had landed in the . Hudson 
Bay country Deo, 14 and started working 
their painful way back'to habitation at 
Moose Factory wés received here yes- 
terday in @» letter from 8.

7:—The Senate 
Committee on Reconstruction, of evhich 
Senator Calder pf New York «is: the 
Chairman, has. submitted to: Attorney 
Géneral Palmer,’ the "evidence sbtairied 
to date having to do with alleged ‘coat 
profiteering at the expense of the United 
States Government. Senator Calder made 
this. dnnouncement today on the floor ‘of 
the Senate following a correction is to 
the total estimated profits on War De- 
partment .-bitumfnous coal. purchases 
made. by Senator Kenyon of lowa, who 
pointed out that the apparent profit was 
$5,500,000 instead of $1,500,000, as had, 
been previously reported. 

‘“*I wish to say to the Senate,’’ said 
Senator, Kenyon, “ that if the whole 
American ‘people have been robbed in 
their coal transaction as has the Gov- 
ernment of the United states, *he rob- 
beries will! amount to’ hundreds of mil, 
lions of dollars,”’ ,' 

‘*Is there any Jaw now under which 
these people can be dealt with~’’’ asked 
Senator Borah. . 

* Yes, under the Lever act,"’ replied 
Senator Kenyon. : . 

Figures submitted to the committee by 
the War Department, Senator Kenyon 
said, showed that $5,447,0s7 was the 
price paid for 765,252 tons of coal pur- 
chased in the latter part of 1920°%for the 
War Départinent, the average price per 
ton being for this lot $7.34 f. 0. b. at 
the mines. Another lot of 155,000 tons 
of anthracite cost $1,305,926, or $8.65 a 
ton. Senator Kenyon added that the 
‘bituminous coal cost to produce, ac- 
cording to the figures of the coal wpera- 
torgsthemselves, about $2.82 a ton in the 
Ceffral Penysylvania fields and that 
the production cost was even lewer in 
othér ‘fjelds. ; The $2.82 a ton, he said, 
was, iff his opinion, a very fair price 
for the coal at the mines. To this 
figure, he said, should be added 50 
cents as the commission of the pur- 
chasing agent, which made the price 
$3.32 a ton for bituminous coal. 

“This means,’“ continued Senator 
Isenyon, ‘* that the Government paid for 
this coal an excess profit’ of approxi- 
mately $3.80 a~ton or nearly $3,500,000 
instead of $1,500,000 previously given .as 
the estimate.’ 

While the War Department was pay- 
ing the prices quoted the navy was using 
coal of high grade for which it paid 
from $4.50 to $4.75 per ton. The navy, 
however, had to resort to commandeer- 
ing in order to. get it.at those prices; 
and Senator Kenyon gave it as his opin- 
ion that those from whom the voal was 
commandeered wotfld probably go. into 
the Court of Claims in an effort to ob- 
tain the same: price from the navy as 
was paid for the er! Ba). 

‘This means,’, added Senator Ken- 
yon, ‘‘ that the navy, jn trying to save 
money for the Government, will bez com- 
pelled to go into court and pear the 
burden due to the mistake of the War 
Department jn paying these cxcessive 
prices for coa\.’’

“Could anything be more unstable 
than the’ present outl in’ the Far 
East, with Siberia in one melting pot 
and China in another, not to mention 
Central Asia? The last two years have 
shown how often we may be called upon 
to-~defend against wholesale slaughter 
the Japanese colonists in Siberia and 
Manchuria. . 

‘Consider the immense Linn dw of the 
coast line and the land frontiers which 
we might have to defend.in an emer- 
gency. Remember also that China has 
thirty-six divisions, that Russia before 
the war had 100 divisions and that even 
today the Bolsheviki are seeking to emu- 
late the military machine of Imperial 
Russia.”’ 


Warns of Being at America’s Mercy. 


Replying to a question if he suspected 
that the United States was harboring 
aggressive designs against Japan, Baron 
Hayashi said: . 

“Certainly I do not. Mr. Secretary 


Daniels, who conceived the idea of a 
fleet nearly three times as strong as 
that we are now building, I believe to 
be a genuinely religious and peace-lov- 
ing man, like most Americans, but pre- 
cisely on account of his ardent pacifism

BERLIN, Jan, 7.—With consternation

a hundred cases from a $50. a-week pri- 


ing ‘picture theatre, who admitted that 
he had, no property, no bank deposits, 
and was financially irresponsible for the 
amount he had. pledged. 

This man, Hyman ‘Albert, told how he 
bailed the “ boys”’ of the neighborhood 
near the theatre- at 255 Grand Street 
when they got into trouble; young men 
he had known for years, hd said, and 
from: whom he exacted no charge in 
many cas He denied that he ever ac- 
cepted anything from them’ as security. 
Most of.them ‘thung around ”’ a street 
corner near the theatre, ‘apparently 
doing nothing most of the day and 
night, and when they were arrested ‘the 
majority of them, he said, ‘were. con- 
victed. 

Albert was known :to Hughes and 
Bates, metropolitan agents of the 
Fidelity and Casualty Company; he said, 
and to William L. McGinty, Assistant 


Casualty Company, which does a large 
bail business, but none of them; he ad- 
mitted, had ever inquired into his finan- 


cial responsibility. 

On “the ohe occasion, Albert said, a 

bond which he had guaranteed had beent 
forfeited. He had been able to find 
$2,800 in his home toward meeting the 
loss, he said, and although it took all 
his savings he continued to write bonds 
without. exacting: security. Ibert is 
going out of the bond bus ness, the says, 
having recently made up his mind that 
it.is not worth while. He has been act- 
ing under a broker’s license issued by 
| the State Department of Insurance, and 
when an application for a new license 
was recently sent to him he decided not 
to fill it out. 
[ Louis Espresso, an agent with power 
of attorney from the Fidelity. and Casu- 
alty Company, testified that the com- 
pany seldom spent any money to bring 
back fugitives if the collateral pledged 
to securé the bond was sufficient. He 
could only recall two or three such cases 
in the! last three years, he said. 

Albert, who lives at 1,709 ‘Fulton Ave- 
nue, the Bronx, gave his business gd- 
dress as 100 Chrystie Street. It is there 
that telephone calls for bail are/received 
and the messages taken to Albest in the 
theatre, he testified. 

“When some of the boys were ar- 
rested I would go -to Espresso to bail 
them out,’’ said Albert. “ “ I’ve been in 
the neighborhood for twenty, years and 
have known the boys since they were 
children. I’ve got bail for twenty-eight 
or more in the last year.’’ 

He did not cha®ge the boys anything 
except for his time, Albert said, but that 
fee' was usually 3% per cent., 2% of 
which he turned over €0 Espresso, When 
they paid more, Albert said he kept it, 
but he said they seldom paid more. In 
mest of the cases where he furnished in- 
demnity for .the bai] the charges were 
grand larceny PA robbery, he added. 

‘*Do you do dnything to secure your- 
self against loss?’’ Assistant District 
Attorney McQuaid asked him. 

‘No, sir, I ‘addect took_any security,’’ 
he. answered.

ATHENS, Jan. 7.—Will the Greck 
King at the head of a Greek army enter 
Constantinople in the near future? 
Probably the League of Nations and the 
Entente Powers will answer ‘‘ No;’’ but 
there lives at Janina, in Northern 
Greece, Papa Johannes, an Orthodox 
priest, who holds the contrary opinion, 
Father John, venerated for his piety 
and renowned for his prophetic visions, 
lives .a -simple’ and retired life. in the 
bosom of his family. Formerly he offi- 
ciated in a Greek church in Philadel- 
phia, but he knows little English.. He 
1s véry learned in Biblical lore, and he 
foccupies himself entirely with religious 
study. The people regard him with 
reverential awe, and his fame as a 
prophet has spread throughout Greece. 
He ‘keeps a diary which chronicles his 
revelations of ruture events. He is said 
to have’ foretold the European war @ 
month before it began, and t6 have pre- 
dicted the wresting of Jerusalem from 
the Turks, the death of King Alexander, 
the duration of the Venizelist régime 
and the return of Constantine to the 
throne. As to the length of the Veni- 
zelist term of power he was correct to 
within three days. , . 
When the fortunes of Constantine, in 
exile in Switzerland, were at their low- 
est ebb and there was nothing to_ indi- 
cate impending dynastic and political 
changes, Jonannes wrote: ‘‘ Constan- 
tine’s hdur is-approaching when he will 
enter into his kingdom.” 8 
Little notice was paid at the time *to 
the prediction. It may have Ween a 
lucky guess; but since the King’s re- 
turn the story has. become generally 
known, and the Greeks regard the 
Janina priest as endowed with prophetice 
vision. as ; 
T have made careful inquiries and have 
satisfied myself that John is not a 
vulgar charlatan, and that he foretold 
the events referred to long before they 
happened. One of his prophecies, how- 
ever, is still unfuhilled. He says that 
before the end of October, 1921, Con- 
stantine XIV., at the head of his army 
will enter the Turkish capital. The 
present King Constantine is the first of 
Greece, but the fourteenth of the Byzan- 
tine Empire; for the priest-seer regards 
him as the successor of Constantine, the 
last of the Emperors of the East, who 
perished in the breach defending Con- 
stantinople against the conquering 
tomans. “a 
ge the Janina_ prophet adds: At 
the moment of Constantine’s triumph 
something terrible will befall him. 
This would seem to presage the death 
of the King in the hour of victory. Al- 
though not superstitious, the King at- 
taches credence to the latest prediction. 
When informed of it he said: ‘‘ Let me 
once enter Constantinople with my army 
and I do not care what happens to me 
fterward.”’

Ignaz Friedman’s Piano Recital. \ 

Ignaz Friedman, a Polish pianist and 
composer of high reputation in Europe, 
appeared yesterday in Acolian Hall ih a 
piano-recital. He played a program con- 
sisting of Beethdven’s sonata in E 
minor; ,Op. 90, a greup of pieces by: 
Chopin, including the A flat ballade, the 
A flat polonaise, a mazurka, a valse, 
two études and a no¢turne; Schumann’s 
“Carneval’’ and Brahms’s variations 
on a theme by Paganini; an exacting 
list, that Only a pianist of the highest 
powers could successfully interpret. 

Mr. Friedman. disclosed at once and 
all through the afternoon teehnical pow~ 
ers of the most unusual sort, an extraor-\ 
dinary brilliancy and speed, a command 
of the mechanism of piano playing that 
accomplished the most exacting tech- 
nical tasks without apparent effort, and 
without attempt at turning this mastery 
into a means, of personal display. 

There. was’ something’ overpowering 
and imposing in his playing, especially 
in passages requiring strength and 
power. Mr. Friedman possesses and 
employs without stint an almost star- 
tling -physical prowess. His fortissimo 
is -of. crashing weight and makes. the 
instrument — shiver. It is rough in 
quality and goes, in fact, often beyond 
the limit of beauty, in musical tone. In 
pianissimo he often produces a_ tone 

f beauty” and charm; but scarcely of 
much color 3 depth. It is a tone of 
little adation or _ variety, either in 
dynamics. or ,in tint:*,It seemed, indeed, 
as if Mr. Friedman had made not much 
‘exploration .of the field of dynamics 
lying between fortisstmo and pianissimo. 
This is a large field, and the absence of 
its effects in his playing’ leaves con- 
siderable lacunae. 

Mr. Friedman did not disclose him- 
self yesterday as an.interpreter of re- 
markable power. His playing of Bee- 
thoven's sonata was vigorous, strongly 
pe SA pe 900 exemplary in its exposition 
of the formal outlines of the music; but 
there was little poptry or emotional 
power ‘in it; little of the. ‘‘ feeling and 
expression ’’ that the:composer anxious- 
ly prescribed for the first movement, 
and not too much of the “ cantabile ’’ 
that he wanted in the second, a move- 
ment that openly allures its performer 
-, Brg oly pe and sentiment.

The proposed transfer to a new tax 
department of the collection of auto- 
mobile taxes vexes Mr. Lyons’s soul. 
He, says that ‘‘ the chief function of 
‘‘ the Secretary of State is the regula- 
‘‘ tion of the automobile laws and the 
‘** collection of taxes should be retained 
‘* in the office.” , 

The Secretary of State has divers 
other functions, including the issue of 
licenses to peddlers. If collection of 
the automobile taxes is his cardinal 
function, the public will have new 
reason to believe that the Secretary of 
State is merely a miscellaneous clerk, 
and that there is no reason why he 
should be elected by the. people. 
Meanwhile, the abolition of divers 
commissions and offices is studied 
severely by the economists.

In nine years 
more than eight thousand new posts 
were created, most of them not from 
necessity but for politics. The State 
must live within its income. Thousands 
of officeholders who are to be classed 
as mere political luxuries must lose 
their places. Lean days for the hench- 
men are coming. No doubt it’s very 
sad, but not for the taxpayers. 

Speaker MacnHoup of the Assembly 
is certain that the Legislature ‘‘ will 
‘*be able to keep the budget total 
‘*down tothe Governor's figure, 
‘« $140,000,000, without doing injury 
‘*to the State service.” The Legis- 
lature has got to do ft, whether it 
wants to or not.

Before this can be 
done the corporation will need a full 
Board of Directors, and Congress has 
consistently refused to confirm more 
necessary nominations than these. 

Upon second thought, perhaps the 
Chamber, or even Congress, will come 
to see that the Chamber's: committee 
had thought more nearly through the 
subject than those who led the Cham- 
ber into hastily ‘considered action. 
Either the Congress or the Chamber 
should now tell what the next step 
should be. Those to whom they have 
given instructions have done all that 
the orders’ require, and: must now 
proceed according to their discretion 
in default of more specific directions. 
After Government railroading and 
Government shipbuilding and opera- 
tion, and perhaps Government hous- 
ing, now Government banking! 








EASY GENEROSITY. 

Sir Rosert Horne, President of the 
British Board of Trade, has expressed 
some large and generous thoughts on 
the economic reconstruction of Eu- 
rope. There should be a general for- 
giveness of debts. England should 
cancel the obligations of the Conti- 
nental Allies to her, and America 
should cancel the debt which England 
owes here. Sir RosBEertT apparently 
says nothing of the debts owed by 
Continental States to America. Those 
debts of some five billion dollars are 
to be allowed to stand. England gives 
up the four billion-odd due her from 
the Continent, and America gives up 
a similar amount due ,her from Eng- 
land. Thus far England comes out 
even ’and America is four billions to 
the bad. 

Of course, America still has the 
recourse of collecting the five billions 
due her on the Continent; and another 
British economist, Sir J. C. Stamp, 
would go even further and have Eng- 
land pay her debt to us in the obliga- 
tions of the Continental countries. 
America could collect those obligations 
more easily than England, he thinks, 


‘“ other considerations affecting Eu- 
** rope.’ There is at least one polit- 
ical consideration, however, to which 
America is amenable. If we are the 
only creditor of the Continent—if 
England has either canceled the debts 
due her or transferred them to us— 
what will be the attitude of France, 
Italy, Belgium, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia toward us? As fast as Ger- 
many paid them anything on the repa- 
rations account it would come to 
America in payment of the debt; but 
England, which had forgiven all, 
would appear on the Continent as a 
friend and benefactor. We fear that 
our British friends have not taken into 
consideration this psychological factor. 

Of course, there could be a general 
cancellation. England could contribute 
four or five billion dollars, and Amer- 
ica nine or ten billions, to the cause of 
world reconstruction. Some of the 
most urgent advocates of this plan in 
England are those who would have 
Germany contribute not much more 
than England and far less than Amer- 
ica. The question of the European 
debt to America is a very difficult one 
and does not admit of easy solution; 
we cannot help feeling that Sir Ros- 
ERT HoORNE’S proposal is a little too 
simple. He is generous, but it. is 
never very hard to give away other 
people’s property. 

This plan for a cancellation of debts 
may throw some light on another 
matter on which Sir Ropert evidently 
places great hope for the reconstric- 
tion of Europe—the Anglo-Russian 
trade agreement which he and Mr. 
KRASSIN have apparently concluded at 
last, if we may accept Sir RoBERT’s 
statement of two days ago. KRA8SIN 
is going back to Moscow with an 
‘agreement which needs only tne ap- 
proval of his superiors. Sir ROBERT 
expresses hearty approval of this re- 
sult, and adds that there is no need to 
extend credit to Russia, as she has a 
great supply of gold. 

Sir Rosert’s views seem to have 
undergone a considerable change in 
the last two weeks. On Dec. 22 he 
told the House of Commons that 
** Russia had no commodities to trade 
with.’’ To be sure, she had the gold, 
but British subjects who had money 
due them*from the previous Govern- 
ment of Russia, or from Russian busi- 
ness houses taken over by the Bolshe- 
viki, were bringing suit and attaching 
that gold. At that time Sir Rosgerr 
declared that the Botsheviki were 
asking for the abolition of this right

‘* entirely new considerations.’’ 
Herein Nes one of the reasons why 
the. Bolsheviki and their friends are 
so insistent on recognition. It would 
validate their claim to much property 
which at present, under British and 
American law, belongs to other people. 
We do not know yet that Mr. LiorpD 
GeorGe’s Government is prepared to 
grant this recognition. The curious 
feature about this matter of recogni- 
tion, however, is that it works both 
ways. The British have insisted that 
the Bolsheviki would have to stop 
anti-British propaganda in the Near 
East. That propaganda is enjoined by 
all the principles of Bolshevism, for 
the struggle for the great world revo- 
lution against all capitalist States 
must go on. If Lnorp GEorRGE has 
won LENIN’s promise to give up his 
propaganda, we can at last see the 
net result of these negotiations. The 
Bolsheviki will have recognized the 
British Empire as a de facto Govern- 
ment; but-they can.only keep their 
promises 'by throwing their whole 
theory overboard. 








SELLING WITHOUT BUYING. 

It was President McKInuey, himself 
something of a protectionist, who in 
the last speech he ever made warned 
his countrymen that they could not 
expect to sell in foreign trade unless 
they were ready to buy. But our lat- 
ter-day devotees of a high tariff 
think that they have changed all that. 
They are preparing to keep out for- 
eign goods, by means of protective 
duties, at the same time that they 
count upon flooding the markets of 
Europe and Canada and South Amer- 
ica and the Orient with surplus Amer- 
ican products. It is a pretty plan. 
Will it work? ‘ 

Note that if proceeds on the assump- 
tion that foreign merchants and man- 
ufacturers can easily be imposed upon. 
Our complacent protectionists agree 
with Dr. JoHNSON that ‘ foreigners 
are mostly fools.” They are not ex- 
pected to wake up to the schemes of 
our high tariffites until it is too late. 
But the fact appears to be that they 
are, on the contrary, exceedingly alert. 
They are already interesting them- 
selves intensely in the proposed new 
fiscal policy of the United States. 

The Onlooker of Toronto dévotes a 
long article to the subject in the De- 
cember issue. Taking careful note of 
what Republican Senators at Wash- 
ington are saying, and recalling the 
tariff position taken by Mr: HARDING 
in his campaign speeches, it predicts 
troublous times for®%the American- 
Canadian trade. The high-tariff plan 
is to ‘‘ erect a Chinese wall” against 
foreign goods, yet somehow to pass 
its own articles of commerce through 
or over or under that wall to pther 
countries. But forewarned is fore- 
armed, declares The Onlooker. Can- 
ada can play the protectionist game, 
if it comes to that. She has now a 
vigorous, aggressive Prime Minister 
who will favor meeting tariff sched- 
ules by counter-schedules, and who 
will not consent to see Canadian in- 
dustries. ‘‘ slaughtered to make a 
fiscal holiday for the United States.” 
Moreover, those American exporters 
who think that they can throw their 
surplus at any price upon the Cana- 
dian market may find out that Can- 
ada has a stringent anti-dumping 
law. ‘‘ Let the United States lower 
‘‘ its tariff and we willl meet it; but 
‘* the only answer to a Chinese wall 
‘« is to block the sally-ports.”

An Interesting 5 Experiment Promised 
Pooch p = in ‘Kansas. - 

To the Baitor of The New York Times: | t 
Frederick ‘A. Wallis, Commissioner of 
Immigration at Ells Island, spoke wise- 
ly. the othet day in ‘Washington when he 
appeared before the Senate Committee 
on Immigration, to tHe effect t/ im-, 
migrants’ should ‘* be .allocated in ac- 
cordance. wtih’ the labor and industrial 
needs of the various’ sections of the 
country, and in saécordance 
willingriess: and: the ‘ability of the im- 

migrant to meet those needs.”’ ' 

In the same -connection Mr, Caminetti 
has recently, suggested. that the various 
‘States should: make an. effort at the 
immigrant stations to induce immigrants 
to become residents within their borders 
as the only solution possible fot proper 
datetpation without Federal legislation.

State should have some 
program: of settlement and émployment.

Governor Allen, of Kansas is seeking 
to establish State aid which can be used 
to help people who have an ambition to 
go upon the soil and acquire their own 
farms. He has proposed to the Legis- 
lature # plan similar to. that -which is 
in See eath operation in- California. He 
would establish through the credit of the 
State an agricultural community unit of 

6,000 or 7,000 acres of good farming land 
which would be divided into small farms 
to accommodate at least 100 families. 
The State would require a low rate of 
interest, provide for the amortizing of 
farm payments, and so make possible 
the actual ownership of farms in a com- 
paratively brief term of years. Co-op- 
erative farm operation, buying and éell- 
ing as well as scientific direction, would 
be secured ithrough the services of an 
expert superintendent. . 

Should Governor Allen’s bill pass the 
Legislature, which is likely, the way 
will then be opened for an extension of 
the plan to include immigrants. 

In the nature of the case, however, an 
immigrant movement of this kind would 
have to be subsidized. The ruinous ef- 
fects of the war, together with its af- 
termath of loss through the difference 
in exchange, would make it more diffi- 
cult than formerly for an immigrant 
family to raise money for passage, for 
farm implements, team. and a small 
emergency fund even though credit were 
provided to purchase his farm. More- 
over, the natural beneficiaries of this 
legislati at least during the expert- 
mentation stage with the first units 
would be American citizens. 

This situation will therefore create a 
new field for philanthropic investment: 
The Immigrant Foundation. A million 
dollars would buy land for 200 families

The Oldest Thing in New York. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It may be possible that your correspondent 
is correct in , stating that the ‘* weather- 
cock ’’ now owned by the. Saint Nicholas 
Society that dates from 1642 is the oldest 
thing in the city, but it has always been 
supposed that its. mate, the golden vane on 
the steeple of the church at the corner of 
Twenty-ninth Street and Fifth Avenue, had 
the honor of being the oldest inhabitant, 
as it was inherited from the Santa Claus 
Church, a small building inside Fort Am- 
sterdam that was built by order of the 
States General in 1615 and rebullt in 1635. 
Jonas Michaelmeus, who emigrated in 1628, 
organized the Collegiate Church in the fort, 
and it was said that the people of Amster- 
dam sent to the New World a golden cock 
and a bell for the use of their namesakes 
in Nieuw Amsterdam. 

In 1633-1635 Francols Molemacher built a 
horse. mill on the, East River to accommo- 
date a congregation from the fort, and the 
Spanish bells that had been captured at 
Porto Rico in 1625 were ordered hung there,

{erick W. Vanderbilt $10,000; Percy H. 
Pyne, $5,000; James W. Ellsworth,

$2,350; W. W. Brody, $2,000, and Mrs.

The wholesale umbrella dealers have 
promised to contribute $10 for each um- 
brella sold in the city in the week begin- 
ning Jan. 17, and Arthur Brentano of 
the Book Trades Committee has pledged 
$10,000. Mr. Hoover addressed students 
at Barnard College yesterday and they 
volunteered to raise $5,000 for the col- 
lege fund of $1,000,000 now being col- 
lected throughout the country.

fortified against the periodic uprisings 
of the citizens of Turin. Later, the 
Italianized Count Filippo d’Aglié turned 
it into a magnificent paiace, and gradu- 
ally the village of Aglié, first the habita- 
tion of the retainers and servants of the 
castle, grew up near by. In 1775 it was 
acquired by the Duke of Chiamblese, 
who still further improved it after the 
designs of Count Borgaro. Later it 
became the property of King Carlo 
Felice. The father of Princess Bona 
tought the place just before his mar- 
riage and passed his honeymoon there. 
His apartments are entirely. isolated 
from the fortified part of the ancient 
castello and have their own private gar- 


den, 

Cardinal Agostino Richelmy, who will 
perform the wedding ceremony today, 
was made Cardinal in 1899.

Archduke Joseph, whom many Mag-

He is 
highly educated, being doctor of laws 
and of science and a professor at the 
Budapest University. His presence at 
the wedding is accounted for from the 
fact that his wife is Princess Augustine 
of Bavaria.

‘DEVIL ANSE’ HATFIELD DEAD 


Noted Feudist of Hatfield-McCoy 
Mountain War Dies at 85. 


HUNTINGTON, W. Va., Jan. 7.—An- 
derson Hatfield, long ago nicknamed 
‘Devil Anse’’ for his exploits in the 
Hatfield-McCoy feud that brought vio- 
lent deaths to so many members of both 
clans, died quietly in his bed last night 
of pneumonia at the family home at 
Island Creek, Logan County. The old 
mountaineer was in his 86th year. 

The famous feud started in 1880 with 
the theft of some hogs by a McCoy, but 
did not become murderous until Ellison 
Hatfield was fatally wounded in a gun 


fight two years later. ‘‘ Devil Anse”’ 
then captured three McCoys and kept 
them in the mountains until the wound- 
ed Hatfield died, when he and his re 
lowers shot all three prisoners. 

The brutal reach tes the McCoy home. 
in 1888 and the killing of male and fe- 
male McCoys as they fled from the 
flames has been laid to *‘Cap”’ Hat- 
field, eldest son of ‘‘ Devil Anse.’’ The 
latter, in 1911, after two of his. other 
sons had been shot to death, announced 
his reformation, was baptized and joined 
the church.

Athletic types are desired for the 
army, but no unsportsmanlike methods 
have been used. to obtain them. The 
military authorities, therefore, wish to 
make a most sweeping denial of such 
allegations. 

‘*It is not the practice of the military 
academy to attempt to rebut criticism 
or propaganda through the columns of 
the press, and it does so in the unique 
instance, not to brand the fraud and to_

-The net declines 
in 887 representative securities in the 
London Stock Exchange during the last 
year, however, aggregated £315,000,000, 
the report states. : 

The total capital issues of the year, 
excluding Government loans, exceeded 
£384,000,000,, as compared with £237,- 
000,000 the previous year. New issues 
in December were £8,000,000, as against 
£33,000,000 in November. 

The cancellation of shipping orders 
continues, the report goes on. One 
prominent line has withdrawn an order 
for four large steamers placed with 
Clyde shipbuilders and instructions have 
been given to slow down at the firm’s 
own yards. The high cost of construc- 
tion was given asthe reason for this, 
shipowners finding it cheaper to pur- 
chase existing tonnage rather than build 
new vessels. Lord Inchcape, Director of 
the P. & O. Steam Navigation Company, 
told the annual meeting of the Chamber 
that the future of shipping wag none too 
rosy and that his company ‘now was 
carrying passengers below cost, al- 
though the rates admittedly were high. 

The coal output continues highly satis- 
factory, being maintained at more than 
5,000,000 tons weekly. Official reports 
state that the demand for British: coal, 
notably from France and the Scandi- 
navian countries, has fallen markedly. 
The result of this, coupled with increased 
production, is that export prices have 
declined.

THE WEEK’S PRICE TREND. 


Not So Much of an, Excess of De- 
clinea This Week as Last. 


The gradual lessening of the excess of 
declines over advances, which has been 
noticeable of late in Dun’s list of whole- 
sale commodities prices, was seen again 
this week.

Chief among the foodstuffs ‘changes 
which occurred in the local markets dur- 
ing the week were the increases in flour, 
which amounted to 75 cents a barrel in 
Spring patents and 25 cents in Winter 
clears, reflecting the firmer feeling in 
wheat. Bacon declined, here, but Middle 
Western lard was’ quoted higher. At 
Chicago the only declines in provisions 
took place in live hogs and live sheep. 
Live beef advancéed,. with mess pork 
and short ribs unchanged. ; 

In the local dairy list there were fewcr 
changes than for some/jt{me. Butter 
and cheese were steady generally, but 
both near-by fanay and the best Western 
eggs showed sharp declines, probably 
due to the greater supplies growing out 
of the prolonged unseasonable weather. 
The former dropped 8 cents a dozen and 
the latter 9. At the new levels they 
show declines of 12 and 15. cents a 
dozen, respectively, from the cormmpara- 
tive 1920 figures. 

The listed fresh fruits were unchanged 
this week, and in the dried ones there 
were only declines in lemon and orange 
peel. Choice réd’kKidney beans dropped 
in price, but this loss was more than 
offset by increases in cabbage and 
onions of 25 cents a barrel and 50 cents 
a bag, respectively. Teas and spices, 
showed no changes, but in the. coffces 
No. 7_Rio advarited and No, 4 Santos 
declined. The best raw sugar moved up 
in price; but there was no correspond- 
ing rise in refined granulated. The 
grains list showed advances in wheat, 
oats, rye and malting barley and a de- 
cline in corn. 4 * 

In the combined lists for drugs, chem- 
itals, dyestuffs and oils only two of the 
twenty-four revisions were upward. 
None of the changes was of particular 
impoftance. Naval stores fluctuations 
resulfed in higher prices for pitch and 
‘tar and lower ones for turpentine and 
resin. Eastern spruce lath declined, and 
there* were also lower quotations on 
birch, pine (and fir lumber. Advances 
in electrolytic copper and tin contrasted 
with ten declines in other items in the 
metals list. Pig iron and billets were 
weaker in some cases, and prices on lake 
copper and spelter also were quoted 

wer. 
othe leathers in the general list were 
quotably unchanged, but in the listed 
hides further -advances were noted in 
No. 1 kips and No. 1 calfskins. Japa- 
nese and Chinese raw silks were cheap- 
er. Bastern crude rubber was higher, 
but the reverse was true of the Bra- 
zilian. Platinum eased off a little fur- 
ther. 
was a decline in chip boards. Hemp ad- 
vanced. \ 

In the textiles markets burlap, more 
especially heavyweights, moved up a 
little. The general tendency of prices 
in the cotton goods trade was the- re- 
verse, although some of \the prices 
named ‘at the. close of the year were 
withdrawn and the goods placed at 
value.’”’

College, it was 
learned, the. alumni of that institution 
would. offer organized o oogpei ton td; the 
movement: It -was “alsé. learned that 
members of the city administration do 
not look. with great favor on appropria- 
tions of large sums for.the maintenance 
of ¢ity College. “They feel that this. in- 
stitution, which in 1918 got an‘appro- 
priation of $175,000, principally ’to - pay 
the salaries of its teachers and other 
maintenance charges, and received — 
appropriation of $1,059,422 for 1921, 
branching out too rapidly for the city is 
keep pace with its financial’ require- 
‘ments. Some of them think City College 
is trying to surpass Coiumbia Univer- 
sity, and they have no sympathy with 
this aspiration. 

From Controller Craig it was learned 
that City College up to 1918 was allowed 
a ‘sum not exceeding $1759000 to ‘meet 
teachers’ salaries and other charges. In 
1918 the Legislature substituted for the 
words ‘‘‘ not ; exceeding $175,000’’- the 
words “‘not to exceed .09%4 mills’’ on 
the real and personal won for the 
entire city, amounting to $10,000,000, 
While the yield of the .09% mills ‘was 
estimated at $933,000, City College pro- 
cured an appropriation in excess of the 
mandatory amount. The appropriation 
for Hunter College was $785,379. 


Other Sources of Revenue. 


In addition to these funds, city offi- 
cials are informed, City and Hunter Col- 
leges have additional sources of revenue 
in ‘‘fee courses ’’ offered at both insti- 
tutions. The funds from these courses 
are supposed to be divided among the 
professors whose salaries are increased. 

Referring to the suggestion that City 
College had started out to eclipse Co- 
lumbia University, _ Controller Craig 
said): 

‘‘ Before the city is ; committed to any 
such. policy the issue should be brought 
squarely into the open as to whether 
the cityg should. be committed to any 
such plan of expansion.’’ 

While the City College is maintaining 
branches in every borough and making 
unsual efforts to increase its power and 
prestige, the city officials feel that the 
city should .not be brought into this 
plan. They point out that the «money 
granted to City College for the current 
year was in excess of the total pensions 
granted to teachers. They hold that 
the college should go to the State for 
financial assistance when its program 
reaches beyond the original intention of 
the city with respect to its maintenance. 

Says Abandonment Would be Costly. 

Dr. Sidney E. Mezes, President of City 
College, holds that the proposal for the 
city to abandon. that. institution “would 
not prove a measure of economy, but 
would cost the city more in the long run 
than it does.at present ‘to maintain: City 
College. He believes. public opinion 
would defeat the project. 

‘There is a’great, deal to say about 
the proposal of the ‘real’ estate inter- 
ests,” said Dr. Mezes, ‘‘although I do 
not regard it as a serious proposal be- 
cause ft cannot: be worked .out in detail.
